tobert Bruce Mantel! opened his 
week's engagement in classic reper- 
tory last night at the Shubert-Jeffer- 
son Theater with a refreshing per- 
formance of “The Merchant of Ven- 
ice.’ which went with as much zest. 
to the last actor in the troupe, as if 
the company had been giving it for 
the first time. and as if the theater 
had been crowded instead of sparse- 
ly occupied. The small audience 
proved beyond doubt that Shaks- 
peare is not in the lexicon of those 
who take their theater on Sunday 
nights. 

The tragedian repeated his familiar 
portrayal of Shylock—always vivid, 
at times impressively powerful, in- 
tensely effective in the play of facial 
expression, thrilling of.voice. The 
usurer’s love of gold is here no 
coarse avarice, but is ennobled into 
an intellectua! passion, based on a 
sagacious knowledge of the power of 
wealth. Mantell can utter the word 
“usury” as if it were the most sacred 
of ideas: he delivers the line, “I 
dreamt of moneybags tonight.”’ with 
as awful solemnity as if moneybags 
were the most significant things in 


the world; and one can be certain| 
that his ery: “Oh my daughter! oh 
my ducats'” was not comically 


“strange and outrageous.’ but that 
he wrung equally respectable trag- 
edy from both his causes of anguish. 

No fawning, cringing moneylender 
is this, but an arrogant, scornful in- 
compared with whom the 
Christians surrounding him are but 
silly boys. One can see how devasta- 
tion was wrought upon his naturally 


tellect, 


savage character by the misfortunes 
that crowded upon him. At first he 
seemed only to play with the idea 
of having Antonio at his mercy for 
a pound of flesh; then the nasty 
treachery and thievery practiced 


upon him by his daughter steeled 
him to inexorable vengeance, until. 
in the court scene, as he whetted the 
knife, he could fix the glare of a can- 
nibal on Antonio's breast. 

Fritz Leiber, with his classically 
cut features and manly figure, in- 
vested with such charm the charac- 
ter of Bassanio that one could under- 
stand why Antonio would lend him 
money again and again without re- 
payment, and how Portia could love 
him, fortune-hunter that he was. 


Miss Genevieve Hamper—who is 
Mrs. Mantell—was an exceedingly 
decorative Portia, and spoke her 
lines with painstaking intelligence. 


She is as yet by no means a great 
actress, but she is a pleasing one. She 
carried off the court scene with 
impressiveness than was ex- 
pected: in the love scenes, in those 
of roguish, teasing archness, she was 
charming. All of the parts were 
taken competently; a bit more than 
competent was Edward Lewers’ bois- 
terous funmaking as the clown, 
Launcelot Gobbo. Mies Hamper's 
costumes are splendid, those of most 
of the others, save Mantel! and Lei- 
ber, so-so. The production's scenic 
garb will serve. 

Tonight's offering will be ““Ham- 
let.”” with Mantell as the melancholy 
Dane.

Back in the “S. O. S.,”" which is our 
term for those in the Service of Sup- 
piies, the officers and men who had 
not seen a battle front became ex- 
ceedingly eager for something from 
the battle zone; it was bad enough, 
they thought, to be held back and 
kept at such work as keeping lines of 
transportation open, sending supplies 
forward, and handling clothing in- 
stead of being allowed to actually 
fight, but it would be worse yet to re- 
turn home without visible evidence 
of having been a member of the 
forces which said, ‘Veni, vidi, vici,”’ 
over the Hiun. 

So they began to purchase articles 
which will be interesting 650 vears 
from now; truck drivers returning 
weekly to the rear were the main 
traffickers in the loot of combat, and 
many amassed handsome stakes 
from such sales. | 

Dealt in Souvenirs. 

One driver 1 knew never returned 
from his battery that he did not car- 
ry with his some saleable article: | 
this man confessed to me that in one} 
month he made more than $200 from | 
the sale of his souvenirs, the majori- | 
ty of which he had picked up; the 
others he had purchased from 
friends for a sou or so. 

The real war souvenir consists of 
two kinds—that which has merelv a 
historical value, such as a German 
Iron Cross taken from a prisoner, 
and that which has an intrinsic val- 
ue, as a Luger automatic pistol, 
which is one of the best side arms 
in the world. 

One night in London I was dining 
at Simpson's with a group of Canadi- 
an officers who had seen four years’ 
service in the war; at that time I had 
not been to the front. “If you ever 
see a German prisoner with an Iron. 
Cross ribbon on, jerk his blouse open 
and take it away from him—if you 
don't, the military police will,” one 
of them advised me. 

Saw Many Iron Crosses. 

The next day my regiment was or- 
dered to France, and soon we were 
rushed into the advanced zone of 
fire; during the Meuse-Argonne drive 
many German prisoners passed us, 
and on several occasions I noted the 
little ribbon protruding from their 
blouses, which indicated that within 
was their coveted decoration. 

And yet I have never known of an 
American officer despoilirg a pris- 
oner of one; there was a general 
fecling that the man who had won 
such at the risk of his life should be 
allowed to keep it, even though al! 
else was taken from him. However. 
I have scen the cross in the hands of 
others who had achieved such by 
it from the prisoner, another had got 
his from an American private, and 
veta third had found one on the con- 
crete floor of a machine gun nest 
back of the old Hindenburg line. 

There is a brisk trade in souvenirs 
going on amongst the officers and 
men of the American Expeditionary 
Forces at present. I give here a few 
of the prices which I have known to 
have been given to men of my regi- 
ment for eouvenirs by men from the 
Ss. O. S.: 

Iron cross, aviation type (made of 
black and white silk cloth instead of 
metal) 1000 francs. toughly speak- 
ing, a franc is worth 20 cents). Iron 
Cross, regular type, 600 francs. Of- 
ficer’s helmet with plumes, 7250 
trancs; sniper’s ficldglass, 100 francs 
lAiger revolver, 100 francs: sniper's 
camouflaged steel helmet, 50 francs 
brass belt button, with the word
